Sko- 
BEi/EFi' has preached war; tho Czar seizes 
tho opportunity of Iho F'-mperoi- VVil- 
helm's liirthday to announce pcuc The 
former has told tho Slavs and Iho world 
of the irreconcilable antagonisni bnlwpun 
the Slavs and German!); the C/.ar, nu the 
contrary, assut-ea tlio world that the Em- 
peror of 'Germany is his best friend and 
alloy and that the friendship extends to 
tho two countries. Although friendly 
greetings between the Sovereigns of Tler- 
' many and Kussia are customarv on such 
occasiona, there is a disposition In attri- 
bute exceptional importance to the^pres- 
ent one. A comrnunuptc in the J'olitisrhe 
Correspondcn- seems to leave no doubt 
about this.

^CAPTAIN ROBSOirS DISOOVERY. 

So FiaAa a 2Tev Zslanl i&. tllo^Atlaz:- 
tle, and on tho Island some- 
Curious B«mians. 

From; the New. Orleaiii I'lcajanW April I. 

Yesterday the British|st^A8liip Jea- 
nioiul, Capt. Robson, arrivetl af this port 
from Meaaiiia with a cargo of fruit. Capt. 
Robaon reports a rcinarkablo discovery. 
Ho s.ays that when about 200 miles lo the 
westward of Madeira his attention waa 
called to the singular appoaianco of the 
sea. 'The water had a dark, muddy look, 
and was covered wifh dead fish as far as 
the eye could reach'. . They were of sevo- 
r.-il species, amongst them being noticed 
mullet, cod, and bass. Soon after enter- 
ing this field of dead liali ho observed 
a faint amoko on the horizon nearly ahead, 
on iiie course of the vessel. Early next 
morning tlio captain was awakened by tho 
accond oiTiper, and. ..informed that land 
ha,d been sighted in.' the course of the 
steamer, he was greatly surprised at hia 
information, knowing that there was no 
land in this part of the Atlantic. Upon 
going on deck,- however, he found that Ihe 
report was correct. The dim outlines of 
an island, broken by mountain peaks, 
were visible even witiiout tlie UBe oT the 
;;la33. Above it hung a cloud of smoke. 
Tho water was more turbid than on tho 
previous ilay, and the shoal of dead liah 
thicker. Capt. Robson doomed it a.lvis- 
able to take soundings, not expecting, 
liowcver, to get bottom, .as the charts 
ahow a depth of from 2,000 to n,000 
falhoma in that portion of the Atlantic. 
l'\)r,some time the sounding was wilhoul 
result, hut auddeiily the line brought bot- 
tom at fifty fathoms. When about four 
leagues distant from the island the Jes- 
mond eaino to anchor in seven fathoms 
of water. Tho island was located 28 do.j. 
inin. west, 25 deg. north. Capt. Uobsmi 
detormined to make an examination of 
tho strange land, and the yawl w.as lowered 
and the captain and one uf his oHicers 
were rowed to the island. A landing was 
efl'ected on the low co:ist uf tho western 
border, where ft convenient harbour was 
foiind ■ for thoTya'^l. The captain and 
several of the crew, with «ome difilcully, 
aecended the declivity. 

Tho prom.jnlory seemed several miles 
in length, and joined an extonsivo tableau, 
which sloped gently back to a chain of 
niount!ii(i3 at a great distance oft' from 
which rose light^colunins of amokc. The 
I Kurfaico'of llie''gVoiifiil -was covered with 
pumice stoiio and volcanic delrU, and en- 
tirely destitute of vegetation. It was a 
I desolate scene, where not a single living 
thing was lo be perceived. The captain 
and his conipaiiions started on a tour 
inland, but soon found their progress im- 
peded by yawning>cha™B.3 It ^raa thp™- 
foro detenninea to go Ito the beach*and' 
inspect the' island from that side. While 
examining the base of tho clill, whore 
the rock was fractured and twisted as if 
by some trentondoiia convulsion, and dis- 
closed a bed of breccia, a surprising dis- 
covery was made by one of the aaibrs. 
On tlu uating the prong of a boathook into 
the loosened mass of the gravel, he dis- 
lodged a stone arrowhead. Excited by 
IhLs incident, the search waa continued, 
and other articles of atone were discovered. 
A largo excavation was made, and it was 
aacortained that the opcnin"led between 
tho criimbrmg remains of what inust have 
been massive walls. A nuiniber of articles, 
were exhumed, such as ! brOnze- swords, 
rings, hammers, can'ings of . heads arid 
figures of birds and animals, and two vases 
or jars with fragments of bone, and one 
cranium alinost ehtirov: Tlie most singu- 
lar thing brought Fo"v,5ew waa what ap- 
peared to be a mummy, contained in a 
atone case. It was ao incrusted with vol- 
canic deposits as to be scarcely distingui- 
shed from the rock itself. Much difficulty 
was experienced in dislodging tho sarco- 
phagus, which wiis finally taken out whole 
and, with the fosails, transported to the 
ateainer. 

Capt. Robson would have' continued 
this investigation, hut as the aspect of tho 
weather became leas favourable, and ho 
could not apond more time at the island, 
ho sailed for this port. Ho considers that 
the new island w.as raised from the sea by 
volcanic action, and that tho fish wore 
killed by tho poisonous gasea from the 
volcano. The captain thinks that the new 
land is a section of tho inimenae ridge 
known to exiat in_ the Atlantic, and of 
which tho Azores and Canaries are a part. 
Ho look pleasure in oxhibiling the foasila 
and curious articles of which he was tho 
fortunate finder. The carved heada aro 
in the Ei,'yptian style of scidpluring, be- 
ing distinguished by the veil or hood 
which cliaraclei i/.e.s Egyptian lignrca. Tho 
urna and vases are spherical, with largo 
mouth, and upon them may be discerned 
inscriptions in hieroglyphics. Tho odgea 
of the axes and iirrow or spear heada are 
blunted and jagged. The sword is 'a 
^itiait weapon of bronze, with a croBS-hilt. 

"That is the mummy," remarked the 
captain, pointing to what the reporter had 
taken to be a long block of atone, Scru- 
tinizing closely the lidlea.s c.aao, tho out- 
lines of a h'nman figure could bo traced 
through tho coating of scoriae and puniico. 
It will require careful handling to remove 
tins coating. Capt. Uohsoii proposes lo 
present the relics to the Brilish Miisoum 
at London upon hia return to Liverpool.
